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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Admitted prior art in view of Moffat, U.S. Patent 5,171 ,393 and further in view of Collins 
et al., U.S. Patent 5,888,414. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in paper # 4, mailed on 10/1 1/02, for the 
reasons of record. 
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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's argument with respect to claims 1-10 have been fully considered but 
are found not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

With respect to applicant's argument that Moffat teaches a sequence of 
processing steps different than those of applicant's, it should first be noted that as 
claimed, the invention does not recite any specific sequence of processing steps, and 
secondly, the examiner is not relying upon the Moffat reference to show the claimed 
method steps. Furthermore, also note that the process sequences performed in Moffat 
are variable (see col. 5-line 1 to col. 6-line 3). 

Applicant argues that Moffat teaches a process in which heating lamps are used 
for hard bake, while the present invention teaches and claims a process of hard bake by 
flowing a heated inert gas onto a backside of the wafer. The examiner respectfully 
points out that Moffat is not being relied upon to show the hard bake by flowing a heated 
inert gas onto a backside of the wafer, instead Collins is relied upon to show this 
limitation. Additionally, it should be noted that Moffat teaches that other alternative 
heating besides heating lamps may be used (see col. 3, lines 26-30). Furthermore, it 
should be noted that apparatus limitations, unless they affect the process in a 
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manipulative sense, may have little weight in process claims. In re Tarczy-Hornoch 158 
USPQ 141, 150 (CCPA 1968); In re Edwards 128 USPQ 387 (CCPA 1961); Stalego v. 
Heymes 120 USPQ 473, 478 (CCPA 1959); Ex parte Hart 117 USPQ 193 (PO 
BdPatApp 1957); In re Freeman 44 USPQ 116 (CCPA 1940); In re Sweeney 72 USPQ 
501 CCPA 1947).
